Peace of Justice is

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—China will 
ask of the Peace Conference the 
return of Kiao Chau, the former 
German-controled province cap- 
tured by Japan early in the war, and 
a readjustment of international (rade 
relations to place China on an equal 
plane with other nations, Lu Cheng- 
Chiang, Chinese Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and head of his country’s 
peace commission, declared on his 
arrival here today on the way te 


Paris. 

Although the status of Kiao- 
Chau for the period of the war 
was determined by an interchange 
of notes between China and Japan 
in 1914, Mr. Lu said the final solu- 
tion of the question must await the 
Peace Conference. His government, 
he said, expects to regain control 
of the province “under certain con- 
ditions,” which he believed ,would 
be acceptable to Japan, giving the 
latter country limited influence over 
the seaport of Tsing-Tau, which the 
Japanese army and navy wrested 
from Germany, and the surrounding 
territory. 

EQUITABLE TRADE TREATMENT 

Mr. Lu emphasized China's claims 
for equitable treatiment trade, 
declaring that his principal effort 
as a delegate to the Peace Confer- 
ence would be directed toward an 
elimination of the present trade 
conditions, under which China is 
forced to defer to European nations

Man Ran the Torres 
Reservation. 


That Joe Pete, chief of the 
Mission Indians on the Torres 
Indian Reservation, will resign 
his chieftainship tomorrow in 
favor of B. Amago, a younger 
and stronger man, tis the in- 
formation given out yesterday 
by B. H. Jones, interpreter for 
the Indians of Torres. Mr. 
Jones says that a big pow-wow 
was held at which Chief Pete 
declared his intention of re- 
signing. Mr. Jones says that 
there are now about 250 men 
on the reservation, but that he 
does not know the number of 
women and children, as the 
Indians never count them in 
their census reports. 

At the Liberty Fair held in 
Los Angeles recently there 
were about twenty Indians 
from the Torres Reservation 
and their presence added not a 
little to the picturesqueness 
and color of the big affair.
